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PREFACE, BY THE EDITOR. 



The method of teaching Geography which is developed in the present work is one that possesses high claims 
to regard, and the utility of which has been abundantly demonstrated by experiment in the educational 
establishments of the United States, in which country the volume first appeared. Such success might'naturally 
have been expected to ensue from the employment of a method which is founded upon a consideration of the 
perceptive faculties of the human mind, as they are developed in early childhood, and which appeals to 
the taste and the imagination (through the medium of the eye, and by the means of maps and pictures), in 
aid of the memory. 

The merit that may justly be claimed by the original compiler of " Cornell's Primary Geography,*' insists 
not so much in the novelty of the idea which is therein developed, as in the perfectly simple and lucid 
arrangement which has been adopted in its expression. The value of Maps in the study of Elementary 
Geography (not less than in the more advanced stages of that science), has been uniformly admitted, though 
too often neglected in practice. The present work treats Maps as an indispensable adjunct to even the most 
rudimentary forms of geographical tuition, and clothes them in their simplest (and, to a child, their most 
attractive) garb, stripped of those technicalities and obtrusive details which too often destroy their utility, 
from the simple fact of their being incomprehensible by the childish intellect. There is no reference herein 
to the complex details that belong to Mathematical Geography, nor are any terms employed that are not 
capable of ready comprehension by the juvenile — it may almost be said by even the infantile— learner ; or that 
may not be illustrated, in the great majority of cases, by even the personal experience of the children 
themselves. 

The method here developed is in the highest degree suggestive^ — calculated to awaken the mental faculties 
of a child, to encourage their exercise, and to lead them on, by successive stages, to higher exertion. This 
advantage results from the graduated course of questioning on the Map which is here adopted. The questions 
in the earlier pages of the work are such as — ^by aid of the accompanying pictures — ^require scarcely 
more than the exertion of the simplest intelligence to prompt the answer. Each series of questions leads the 
way to succeeding questions, and the powers of the learner's mind are thus gi'adually tasked, so as to 
prepare them for farther efforts. This is the true purpose of education, in the proper meaning of the term, 
as consisting in drawing forth the powers of the mind. The questions and accompanying pictorial illustrations 
alike prompt the answer, and point the way to further inquiries. At the same time, they educate the taste, 
and guide the imagination. 

With regard to his own share in this volume, the Editor has but little to observe. The high estimate 
which he has formed of the value of the original work will be gathered from the remarks already made. In 
addition, however, to a careful revision of the text throughout — accompanied by such obvious modification of 
arrangement as its adaptation for English use has rendered necessary — ^he has added several chapters in 
particular illustration of the geography of the British Islands. These chapters (the questions contained in 
which, though still simple and elementary, involve more of detail than belongs to the eai'lier lessons), come 
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towards the dose of the volume, and take the place similarly allotted to the United States in the text of the 
original work. Maps of England, Scotland, and Ireland — ^and likewise of Australia — ^accompany the questions 
that are given in reference to those countries, as also do pictorial illustrations of like character to those 
elsewhere furnished. The task of the Editor has been mainly one of adaptcUiany and he leaves it to the words 
of the original preface to explain such portions of the design of the volume as may seem to require any 
further illustration than a mere glance at its contents will afford. 

" To facilitate a recapitulatory examination of the scholar, a department denominated ' Memory's Aid ' 
always succeeds the exercise introduced after each map. From these several departments of the work, 
questions may be presented in as many diversified forms, or reversions, as the teacher or examiner thinks 
advisable ; and if the pupils have properly learned the preceding lessons, a correct and intelligent answer 
will always promptly follow. A Pronouncing Vocabulary, containing the names of all the natural and 
political divisions used throughout the work, is appended. This Vocabulary affords the material for a final 
examination, by which the examiner can determine the precise kind and amount of geographical know- 
ledge possessed by any pupil. The importance of this original and valuable arrangement will be self- 
evident : as heretofore, no method of ascertaining individual deficiencies in this important science has been 
furnished by the class-books on the subject ; consequently, pupils have been allowed to graduate firom our 
schools with the crudest and most erratic ideas of a simple subject^ that has occupied their patient investiga- 
tion for years. 

'^ Having thus, as briefly as the plan will admit, defined the nature and intention of the present work, the 
Author confidently submits the system to the ordeal of experiment. 

'' The claims it proposes for universal adoption ai*e : — 

'^ First, That it will endow a pupil with a thorough and permanent knowledge of Geography, in at least 
one-half of the time heretofore required for the purpose. 

" Second, That its system is mentally refreshing, capable of enlisting and retaining the interest of the pupil 
throughout the Series, and of putting the teacher in possession of a guage to test, as accurately as in 
Mathematics, what the pupil knows of the science. 

" Third, That it will promote uniformity in all the classes of a school, wherein the entire Series is used, as 
there is but one method for memorizing the contents of a map, for each class, the rules for which will be 
given in the second number of the Series, that result being accomplished in the present number by means of 
the questions. 

" Such are its claims ; and however important or pretentious they may seem on the surface, the Author 
has the evidence of experiment to prove the internal power of the system, and that these claims for it are 
not falsely erected."

The chief city of New South Wales is SybneYj 
which ia situated on an arm of the sea called 
Port Jackson, 

Moreton Bay lies to the northward of New 
South Wales, and was formerly a district of that 
Colony ; but it has recently been formed into a 
separate pfoiince. The chief town is BnisBANE. 

Victoria is the most southerly province of 
Australia. It lies to the southward of New South 
Wales. A great number of sheep are reared in 
Victoria ; but the chief source of wealth in this 
province consists in its rich gold field-^i, which 
fumiah every year an immense amount of gold. 

MelbournEj the capital city of Victoria, is 
situated on a river called the Yarra, which flows 
into an extensive bay called Port Phillip. 
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South AuBtralia is situated upon the Bouth- 

ern side nf the Australian Continent, to the 
westward of Victoria and New Soutb Wales. It 
produces excellent wheat, besides containing the 
ricbest copper mines in the world. 

Adblaiue, the chief city of South Austraha, 
stands near the eastern shore of St. Vincent's 
Gulf, on the banks of a little river called the 
Torrens, 

Western Australia is situated on the 

western side of the Australian Continent. A 
gi-eat portion of it is barren, but some sheep are 
reared, and a little com is grown. 

Pekth, the chief town of Western Australia, 
stands on the bank of Swan 
River, a small stream which 
flows into the Indian Oeeitn. 
King George's Sound, farther 
to the south, is within the 
limits of this province. 

The larger part of Australia 
is unexplored, and is only in- 
habited by tribes of native 
savages, who go naked, and 
wander from place to place in 
search of food. They appear, 
however, to be few in number. 

Tasmania is an island situated to the south- 
ward of Australia, from which it is divided by 
Bass Strait. It is vei-y fertile^ and produces 
com and fiaiits, besides wool. 

HoBART Town, the capital of Tasmania, is 
situated on the River Dcrwent, upon the eastern 
side of the island. 

TSgw Zealand is a group of islands situated 
iu the Pacific Ocean, a long way to the eastward 
of Australia. It is fertile, and well suited for the 
growth of com, as well as, in some parts, for 
rearing sheep. 

AucKtASD, the chief town of New Zealand, is 
situated on the North Island, upon the eastern 



side of a narrow neck of land, or isthmus. Wei^ 
LiNBTON, upon the northern shore of Cook's 
Strait, is another principal town.

DESCRIPTIVE GEOGRAPHY. 
LESSON XCIX. 

ENGLAND AND WALES. 

Area in square miles, 57,813. FopulatioD, 17,900,000. 

Boundaries, — England (with Wales) is bounded on the 
norfch by Scotland ; on the east by the G^man Ocean ; on 
the south by the English Channel; on the west by the 
Atlantic Ocean and the Irish Sea. 

Diviaiont. — England is divided into forty counties, and 
Wales into twelve. The English counties are classified as 
the Northern, Eastern, Midland, Western, and Southern 
Counties. The Welsh into North and South Wales. 



THE NORTHERN COUNTIES. 

Northumberland is the most northerly 
county of England^ and borders upon Scotland. 
It is mountainous in the west, and has in general 
a diversified surface. The eastern part contains 
a valuable coal-field. Lead mines are also 
worked in this county. 

Newcastle, the chief town, stands on the north 
bank of the river Tyne. It is a great seat of the 
coal trade. 

Durham lies to the south of Northumber- 
land. The western part is hilly; the eastern 
portion is level, and contains valuable coal mines. 

Durham, the chief city, stands on the banks 
of the river Wear. 
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Torkshire is the largest county in England^ 
and is divided into three Ridings, The West 
Riding is populous and manufacturing ; the 
North and East Ridings are chiefly agriculturaL 
The West Riding contains valuable coal mines. 

York, the capital of the county, stands on the 
banks of the river Ouse, in the midst of a fine 
plain. Leeds, the chief seat of the woollen manu- 
facture, is on the river Aire, which joins the 
Ouse. Bradford, which is also a great centre of 
the woollen trade, is to the west of Leeds. 
Sheffield, in the southern part of the county, is 
noted for its cutlery. Hull, on the river Humber, 
is the chief sea-port of the county. 

CninbBrland borders upon Scotland, and lies 
to ^e westward of Northumberland. It contains 
the highest mountains in England, and has 
numerous lakes. 

The county town, Carlisle, stands on the banks 
of the riv^r Eden, which flows into the Solway 
Virth. Whitehaven, on the coast, has valuable 
coal mines, besides extensive iron works in its 
neighbourhood. 

Westmoreland lies to the south-eastward of 
Cumberland, and is chiefly mountainous. It is 
mostly agricultural, and {3 thinly peopled^ 

Appleby, the county tpwn, is on the river 
Eden. Kendal is on the river Kent, which flows 
into Morecambe Bay. 

Lancasllire lies to the, west of Yorkshire. 
It is chiefly a manufacturing county, and is very 
populous. The making of cotton goods is the 
principal branch of industry. The so\ithem and 
midcUe parts of the county include a valuable 
coal-field. 

Lancaster, the county town, stauds on the 
river Lune, which flows ipto Morecambe Bay. 
Manchester, in the southern part of the county, 
is the centre of the cotton manufacture. It stands 
on the river Irwell, an affluent of the Mersey. 



Liverpool, at the mouth of the Mersey, ranks 
first among the seaports of England in regard to 
foreign trade. 

THE EASTERN COUNTIES. 

LinCOhlBhire is the most northerly of the 
eastern counties. It is divided from Yorkshire 
by the river Humber. Lincolnshire is an agricul- 
tural county, and is chiefly level. 

Lincoln, the chief city, stands on the banks of 
the river Witham, which flows into the Wash. 
Boston \& near the mouth of the same river. 
Stamford is on the river Welland, in the southern 
part of the county. 

Cambridgeshire is to the south of Lincoln- 
shire. The northern half of the county is a flat 
district,^ called the fole of Ely. The whole county 
is agricultural. 

Cambridge^ the county town, is the seat of a 
famous university*. It stands on the river Cam, 
whjiph joiQs tkhe Ouse. Ely, an ancient cathedral 
city, is on the Ouse. 

Niorfolk' 16 the most populous of the eastern 
counties. It is almost entirely level, and is, for 
the most part, an agricultural county. There are, 
however, soi^e woollen and silk manufactures in 
Norwich and its neighbourhood. 

The chief town, Norwich, is in the middle of 
the county, OHk the river Wensu^^ 9l>pve ita 
junction with the Yare. Yarmouth is at the 
mouth of the Yare. Lynn (or King's Lynn) is 
at the mouth of the river Ouse, beside its 
entrance into the Wash. 

Suffolk lies to the south of Norfolk. It is 
level, and almost entirely agricultural. 

Ipswich, the chief town, stands on the river 
Orwell, some distance above its entrance into the 
German Ocean. Bury St. Edmunds is an ancient 
town in the western part of the county. Lowes- 
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teft, <m the coast^ is at the eastemmoBt extremity 
of Great Bn'tain. 

Eases, to the south of Suffolk, is an agricul- 
tural county, and is chiefly level. 

Chelmsford, the chief town, is on the river 
Chelmen Colchester is on the river Colne. 
Both of these rivers enter the German Ocean. 
Harwich is at the mouth of the river Stour, 
whidi divides Essex from Suffolk. 
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THE MIDLAND COUNTIES. 

Middlesex, the metropolitan county of Eng- 
land, extends along the north bank of the river 
Thames, between Essex on the one side and 
Buckinghamshire on the other. It is among the 
smallest of the English counties, Rutland being 
i the only county that is below it in point of size. 

London, the metropolis of Britain, is chiefly 
within the county of Middlesex; but a large 
portion of it is to the southward of the river 
Thames, and within the county of Surrey. 
London is the most important commercial city in 
the world, and contains a population of more 

than two millions and a quarter. 

» 

Hertfordshire is to the north of Middlesex. 
It is an agricultural county, with a varied and 
well-cultivated surface. 

Hertford, the county town> stands on the river 
Lea, which flows into the Thames. 

Bnckinghamshire is to the west of Hert- 
fordshire and Middlesex. The river Thames 
forms its southern boundary. The industry of 
Buckinghamshire is entirely agricultural. 
I Buckingham, the county town, is on the river 
Ouse, in the northern part of the county. 
Aylesbury is in a fine valley, watered by the river 
Thame, which flows into the Thames. 



0:li<>rdsllirey to the west of Buckingham- 
shire, is also an agricultural county. 

The chief city, Oxford, stands at the junction 
of the river Cherwell with the Isis, or Thames. 
Oxford is the seat of a celebrated university. 

Warwickshire lies north of Oxfordshire. 
It has a varied surface, and contains valuable coal 
mines. The northern division of the county is 
manufacturing; the southern chiefly agricultural. 

Warwick, the county town, is on the river 
Avon, which joins the Severn. Birmingham, in 
the north-western part of the county, is a large 
and populous town, the centre of the iron and 
hardware manufacture. 

Worcestershire is to the west of Warwick- 
shire. It is chiefly an agricultural county, and in- 
cludes a part of the fertile valley watered by the 
river Severn. Worcestershire is famous fof hops. 

Worcester, the county town, stands on the 
banks of the Severn. Kidderminster, which has 
extensive woollen manufactures (chiefly of carpets), 
is on the little river Stour, which joins the Severn. 
Dudley, in a detached part of the county, to the 
northward, is in the midst of coal mines and iron 
works. 

StafEordshire is to the north of Worcester- 
shire and Warwickshire. It is a manufacturing 
county, and contains two Goal-fields,^ one in the 
southern part of the county, the other towards 
its northern limits* The latter includes the 
district of the Potteries, in which earthenware is 
extensively made. 

Stafibrd, the county town, stands on the small 
river Sow, an affluent of the Trent. Wolver- 
hampton and Walsall, in the southern part of the 
county, are devoted to the hardware manufacture, 
and lie within a very populous district.* 

Derbyshire^ situated to the cast of Stafibrd- 
shire, is a county with very varied sui'face. The 
northern part includes the district of the Peak, 
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wtoA H • ragged and monnUinoiu tract. | 
Dobpiiire b» ndtuble lead and iroa mines, 
t^ytJKT with eotton aod wOk tnanafsctaTes. I 

TIk county town, Derfoyj stands on the river 
Denreot, «d affluent of tbe Treat. CbeeterGeld 
ia in the nortbem part of the county, on the river 
Bother, which joins the Don. Tbe laat-namcd 
rircr is one of the affluents of the Yoritshirc 
Oaae. 

Vottingluuiuhire is to the east of Derby- 
shire. It is in great part agricultural, but pos- 
sesses also extensive manufactures, together with 
coal mines, and valuable stone quarries. 

Tbe town of Nuttingham stands on tbe north 
b«nk of the river Trent. Newark is on tbe 
oj^KMite side of the same river, lower down. 

LelcAstenhire lies to the south of Notting* 
bsnishire and Derbyshire. It is chiedy an agri- 
cnltnral county, but contains some coal mines, 
together with woollen and other manufactures. 

The county town, Leicester, stands on tbe river 
Boar, which flows into the Trent. Leicester is 
famous for the manufactnre of woollen stockings. 
Loughborough is on the same river, further to the 
northward. 

Rutland, tbe smallest county in England, is 
entirely agricultural. It lies to the east of 
Leicestershire, and is divided from Northampton- 
shire by the course of the river Welland, 

Oakham is the county town of Rutland. 

ITorthamptonshlre is of long and irregn- 
lar shape, and touches upon several of the neigh- 
bouring counties. It is chiefly agricultural, and 
exhibits a pleasing and undulating surface. 

The chief town, Northampton, stands on the 
river Nen, in tbe southern portion of the county. 
Peterborough, an ancient cathedral city, is also on 
the Nen, a long way further down its course. 



Hantmgdoillhire lies between Northamp- 
tonshire and Cambridgeshire. It is level, and 
entirely devoted to agricultural industry. 

Tbe town of Huntingdon stands oa the banks 
of tbe river Ouse. 

Bedfordshire is to the south of Huntingdon- 
shire. The greater part is level, and the aoil 
chiefly under the plough. 

Tbe town of Bedford stands on the banks of 
the Ouse, which winds through the middle of the 
county. 
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THE WESTERN COUNTIES. 

Cheshire lies to the south of Lancashire, and 
on the borders of Wales. It is chiefly an agricul- 
tural county, but contains some manufacturing 
towns. It is noted fur its salt mines. 

Chester, the chief town, ia an ancient cathedral 
city, on the banks of the river Dee. Maccles. 
field, in the eastern part of the county, has ailk 
und cotton mills. Stockport, on the Mersey, has 
extensive cotton manufactures. 

Shropflhire is to the south of Cheahire, and 
borders upon Wales. It is chiefly agricultural, 
but contains some coal mines and iron works. 

Shrewsbury, the county town, ia on the Severn. 
Bridgenorth is on the same river, lower down its 

Herefordshire is to the south of Shropshire, 
and also lies along tbe Welsh border. It is 
entirely an agricultural county, and is famous for 
its orchards and hop grounds. 

The city of Hereford stands on tbe banks of 
the river Wye, which flows through the county. 
Leominster b in the northern part of tbe county. 

Honmonthshire, to the south of Hereford- 
shire, is the most southward of tbe counties that 
lie along the Welsh border. It is a mining 
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and manaftu^ring county^ and possesses valuable 
iron works. 

The town of Monmouth lies at the junction of 
the little river Munnow with the Wye. Chep- 
stow is a seaport town, at the mouth of the Wye. 
Newport is near the mouth of the Usk. 

Gloncestershire lies east of the counties of 
Monmouth and Hereford, and south of Worces- 
tershire. The river Severn flows through the 
county. The Cotswold Hills extend through its 
eastward division. Gloucestershire has consider- 
able woollen manufactures, but great part of its 
industry is devoted to the plough. 

The city of Gloucester stands on the left bank 
of the Severn. Cheltenham, in the northern 
part of the county, is noted for its mineral 
waters. lE^ristol, which is a flourishing port, is on 
the river Avon, a few miles above its entrance 
into the Bristol Channel. 

Somersetshire is to the south-west of Glou- 
cestershire, and stretches along the shores of the 
Bristol Channel. It has a very varied surface, 
and is almost entirely an agricultural county. 

Bath, the chief city, is on the river Avon, 
above Bristol. Wells lies at the foot of the 
Mendip Hills, in the central part of the county. 
Taimton is on the river Tone. 



THE SOUTHERN COUNTIES. 

Sent forms the south-eastern comer of Eng- 
land, and lies nearer than any other county to the 
continent of Europe. The river Thames divides 
it from Essex. Kent is chiefly agricultural, and 
is famous for its hop grounds and orchards. It 
has also a great number of sea-ports. 

Maidstone, the county town, is on the river 
Medway. Chatham and Rochester are also on 
the Medway, near its mouth. Canterbury is an 
ancient cathedral city (the ecclesiastical metropo- 
lis of England), on the river Stour. Dover is on 



the coast, at the nearest point to the opposite 
shores of France. 

Sussex lies south-west of Kent, and stretches 
along the English Channel. The hills called the 
South Downs run through the county, nearly 
along the shores of the Channel. Sussex is 
chiefly agricultural. 

Lewes, the county town, is on a little river 
called the Ouse. Brighton is a famous watering- 
place, on the coast. Chichester is a cathedral 
city, in the western part of the county. 

Surrey lies between Sussex and Middlesex. 
The river Thames divides it from Middlesex. It 
is chiefly under the plough. 

The southern portion of London is within this 
county. Guildford, the county town of Surrey, 
is on the river Wey, which joins the Thames. 
Kingston is on the river Thames. 

Berkshire lies west of Surrey, and along the 
south bank of the Thames, which divides it from 
the counties of Oxford and Buckingham. Berk- 
shire is entirely agricultural. 

Reading, the county town, lies at the junction 
of the river Kennet with the Thames. Windsor, 
which forms the chief residence of our gracious 
Sovereign, Queen Victoria, is on the south bank 
of the Thames, in the eastern part of the county. 

Hampshire is to the south of Berkshire, and 
extends to the shores of the English Channel. 
It is chiefly an agricultural county. 

Winchester, the county town, is an ancient 
cathedral city, on the river Itch en. Southampton 
is a flourishing port, at the head of an arm of 
the sea called Southampton Water, Portsmouth 
is on the coast. 

The Isle of Wight, which lies to the south of 
Hampshire, is famous for its beauty. Newport^ 
the chief town, is in the centre of the island. 

Wiltshire is west of Hampshire. It is 
chiefly an agricultural county. The tract called 
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Salisbury Plain^ in the southern division of the 
county^ is used for sheep pastures. 

Salisbury^ the chief town, is an ancient ca- 
thedral city on the river Avon. 

Dorsetshire is south of Wiltshire, and lies 
along the English Channel. Its industry is 
chiefly agricultural. 

Dorchester, the county town, is on the river 
Froom. Poole is a sea-port in the eastern part of 
the county. 

Devonshire is to the west of Dorset, and to 
the southward of Somersetshire. It is a mari- 
time county, and lies partly along the English 
Channel, and in part along the Bristol Channel. 
Some portions of the county are mountainous and 
rugged, but most parts are very fertile. 

Exeter, the chief town, is on the river Exe. 
Plymouth is an important sea-port, at the mouth 
of the river Plym. Devonport adjoins Plymouth, 
to the westward. 

Cornwall is the most southerly, and also the 
most westerly, of the English counties. It is 
generally mountainous, and has valuable mines of 
copper and tin. 

Bodmin, the county town, is in the middle of 
the county, on the river Camel, or Alan. Truro, 
in the south-west, is the centre of the mining 
district. Falmouth is on the coast, at the outiet 
of the river Fal.

THE COUNTIES OF WALES. 

Anglesey is the most northerly of the Welsh 
counties. It is an island, divided from the main- 
land by the Menai Strait. Anglesey contains 
cOal and copper mines. 

Beaumaris, the county town, is on the eastern 



side of the island. Holyhead is upon Holy 
Island, which is a smaller island, to the west of 
Anglesey* 

Caernarvonshire lies opposite to Anglesey. 
It contains Snowdon, the highest of th^ Welsh 
mountains. 

The town of Caernarvon stands on the shore 
of the Menai Strait, at the mouth of the little 
river Seiont. Bangor is also on the Menai Strait, 
further to the northward. 

Denhighshire is to the east of Caernarvon. 
It has some coal and other mines, but is chiefly 
agricultural. 

Ruthin, the county town, is on the river Clwyd. 
Wrexham is in the eastern part of the county. 

Flintshire is to the east of Denbighshire, 
and borders upon Cheshire. It has valuable 
mines of coal, iron, and copper. 

Mold, the county town, lies to the westward of 
Chester. Holywell possesses a famous spring, or 
well, whence its name is derived. 

Montgomeryshire borders upon Shropshire, 
and is generally mountainous in surface. 

The town of Montgomery is in the eastern 
part of the county, near the English border. 
Newtown and Welshpool are both on the river 
Severn. 

Merionethshire is to th^ west of Mont- 
gomeryshire. It is very mountainous, and con- 
tains some beautiful scenery. 

Dolgelly, the chief town, is near the mountain 
called Cader Idris, in the southern part of the 
county.

The town of Cardigan is on the river Teify, a 
short distance above its mouth.

The town of Brecknock stands on the banks 
of the river Usk^ which flows into the Bristol 
Channel. 

GlAXnwganshire is the most southern 
county of Wales. It lies south of Brecknock, 
and borders on the Bristol Channel. It contains 
valuable coal mines and iron works^ and is the 
most populous county in Wales. 

Cai^ifi^j the county town^ is at the mouth of 
the river Tafi^, in the eastern part of the county. 
tferthyr-Tydvil is the chief seat of mining and 
manufacturing industry, and is the largest town 
in Wales. Swansea is a sea-port in the western 
part of the county.

Bowidarie$. — Scotland is bounded on the north and west 
by the Atlantic Ocean ; on the east by the North Sea ; on 
the south by England and the Irish Sea. 

DiviiWM. — Scotland is divided into thirty-three counties. 
It is also divided into two great regions, known as the Low- 
lands and the Highlands. The Lowlands comprehend the 
southern and eastern parts of the country : the Highlands 
its northern and western portions. Thirteen of the counties 
£a11 within the southern portion of the Lowlands; seren 
belong to the northern Lowlands. The remaining thirteen 
counties belong chiefly to the Highlands. 

THE SOUTHERN LOWLAND COUNTIES. 
The county of Edinburgh (or Mid-Lofhian, 

as it is also called)^ lies to the south of the Firth 
of Forth. It contains the range of the Pentland 
Hills. It is chiefly an agricultural county^ and 
the soil is carefully cultivated. 

The city of Edinburgh forms the metropoUs of 
Scotland. It lies about two miles distant from 
the Firth of Forth. Leith^ which adjoins it to 
the northward^ is on the shore of the firthj and 
constitutes its port. 

The shire of Linlifhgow (or West Lothian) 

is to the west of Edinburgh. Its industry is 
chiefly agricultural. 

The town of LinUthgow is the capital of the 
county. 

The county of Haddington (or East 

Lothian) is east of Edinburgh. The chain of 
the Lammermoor Hills divides it^ on the souths 
from the shire of Berwick. Haddington is chiefly 
an agricultural county. 

The county town^ Haddington^ is on the banks 
of a small river called the Tyne. 
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Berwickshire (or the Merse) is to the 

south-east of Haddington. It contains some 
fertile land^ and is chiefly arable. 
Greenlaw is the county town. 

The county of Boxburgh is south of Ber- 
wick. The Cheviot Hills form part of its border- 
line, and divide it from England. Roxburgh is 
generally hilly, and is chiefly a pastoral region. • 

Jedburgh is the county town. Hawick and 
Kelso are in the same county. 

Selkirkshire is to the west of Roxburgh, 
and is also a pastoral county. 
The county town is Selkirk. 

Peeblesshire is west of Selkirk. The upper 
portion of the river Tweed flows through this 
county, which is also called Tweed dale. Peebles 
is entirely a pastoral region. 

The chief town, Peebles, is on the river Tweed. 

Lanarkshire is to the westward of Peebles. 
The river Clyde has its course through this 
county. Clydesdale, or the valley of the Clyde, 
is chiefly pastoral, but the northern and western 
parts of the county are rich in coal and iron, and 
possess extensive manufactures. 

The county town is Lanark, on the upper 
Clyde. But the largest town in the county, and 
also the largest in Scotland, is Glasgow, on the 
lower part of the Clyde. 



Benfrewshire lies to the west of Lanark. 
It contains numerous coal-mines and iron-works. 

The county town is Renfrew. But the largest 
place in the county is Paisley, which has extensive 
manufactures. 

Ayrshire is south of Renfrew, and west of 
Lanark. Its northern part includes a manufac- 
turing district, but the greater portion of the 
county is pastoral. 



The county town, Ayr, lies on the coast, at the 
mouth of the river Ayr. The town of Kilmar- 
nock is further to the northward. 

Wig^On forms the south-western extremity of 
Scotland, and borders on the Irish Sea. It is 
chiefly pastoral. 

The town of Wigton is beside a bay of the 
same name. Port Patrick, on the western coast, ' 
is the nearest port to Ireland. | 

Kirkcudbright is east of Wigton, and 
south-east of Ayrshire. It is a pastoral county, i 

The county town, Kirkcudbright, is at the 
mouth of a small river called the Dee, which flows 
into the Irish Sea. 

The county of Dumfries is east of Kirkcud- 
bright. The Solway Firth forms its southern 
border. It is chiefly pastoral, and numerous 
fine cattle and sheep are reared in this and the 
adjoining counties. 

Dumfries, the chief town, is on the banks of 
the river Nith, which flows into the Solway Firth. 



LESSON CIX. 

The county of Stirling is north of Lanark. 
Its western portion is mountainous, and belongs 
to the Highlands ; the eastern half is Lowland. 

The county town, Stirling, is on the river 
Forth. The town of Falkirk is further to the 
eastward. 

Dumbartonshire is west of Stirling. It is 

chiefly a Highland county. Loch Lomond, the 
largest lake in Scotland, is on the borders of 
Dumbarton and Stirling. 

The town of Dumbarton lies on the north 
bank of the Clyde, at the mouth of the little 
river Leven, which flows out of Loch Lomond. 
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The oounty of dackmannan is east of 

Stirling. It is the smallest of the Scotch counties. 
Clackmannan is the county town ; but AUoa^ 
near the Forth^ is of larger size. 

Fifeshire lies between the Firth of Forth 
and the Firth of Tay, and is to the east of Kin- 
ross. It is chiefly an agricultural county^ but has 
some manufactures. 

The county town is Cupar. The towns of 
Dunfermline and St. Andrews are in the same 
county. 

Kinross lies between the counties of Fife and 
Perth, by which it is enclosed. It is the smallest 
of the Scotch counties, next to Clackmannan- 
shire. 

The town of Kinross is on the borders of Loch 
Leven, a lake situated in this county. 

Forthshire is a large county, to the north of 
Stirling and Fife. The greater portion is within 
the Highlands, but the eastern part is Lowland. 
The river Tay flows through this county. 

The chief town, Perth, is on the banks of the 
Tay. 

Forfarshire is to the east of Perthshire. The 
north-western part is mountainous, but it is 
chiefly a Lowland county. Forfarshire borders on 
the North Sea. 

The county tOwn is Forfar, in the middle of the 
\ county. Dundee is a large manufacturing town, 
on the Firth of Tay. Montrose is on the coast of 
the North Sea. 

Kincardine is north-east of Forfar, and 
borders on the sea-coast. It is chiefly lowland, 
but the western portion is mountainous. 

The county town is Stonehaven, on the sea- 
coast. 

Aberdeen is a large county, to the north of 
Kincardine and Forfar. The greater part of the 



county is within the Highlands, but there are 
some level tracks towards the sea-coast. 

The town of Aberdeen, which is one of the 
most considerable in Scotland, lies at the mouth 
of the river Dee. Peterhead, on the coast, is 
further to the northward. 

BanfBshire is to the west of Aberdeen. A 
great part of it is mountainous, but there are 
tracts of lowland towards the coast. 

The town of Banff is on the sea-coast, at the 
mouth of the river Doveran. 

Elg^n (or Moray, as it is also called) is west 
of Banff. The greater portion is lowland, but 
the interior is mountainous. The river Spey 
flows through part of the county, and divides 
Elgin from Banff. 

The county town, Elgin, is on a small river 
called the Lossie. 

Nairn is to the west of Elgin. It is a small 
county, chiefly lowland. 

The town of Nairn is on the sea-coast, at the 
mouth of a river called by its name. 

The county of Inverness is to the westward 
of Aberdeen and Elgin, and extends across the 
country to the shores of the Atlantic. It is the 
largest county in Scotland. Inverness-shire is a 
Highland county, consisting of lofty mountains, 
with narrow valleys between. The island of 
Skye belongs to this county. 

The chief town, Inverness, lies at the mouth 
of the river Ness, not far distant from the shores 
of the Murray Firth. 

Argyle is south of Inverness, and west of 
the counties of Perth and Dumbarton. It is a 
county of very irregular shape, with a great 
extent of sea-coast. The interior is mountainous 
and rugged. 
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Inverary, on the shore of Loch Pyne, is the 
county town of Argyleshire. 

The county of But6 consists of the islands of 
Bute and Arran^ situated within the Firth of 
Clyde. 

Bothsay^ the county town^ is on the isle of 
Bute. 

The county of Soss is north of Inverness. 
It is almost entirely within the Highlands^ and 
extends across from the eastern to the western 
coast. 

The county town is Ross^ upon the eastern 
coast. Dingwall is another town in the same 
county. 

The county of Cromarty consists of several 
detached portions^ most of them surrounded by 
Ross-shire. 

The chief town is Cromarty, which lies at 
the entrance of Cromarty Firth. 

The county of Sutherland is north of Ross- 
shire. It is throughout mountainous and rugged. 

The chief town is Dornoch^ on the eastern 
coast. 

CaitlmeBS occupies the north-eastern comer 
of Scotland. It is chiefly lowland. 

The chief town is Wick, on the eastern coast. 
The town of Thurso lies on the northern coast. 

The county of Orkney and Shetland 

consists of the Orkney and Shetland Islands. It 
is the most northerly of the Scotch counties. 

Kirkwall, the county town, is on the largest 
island of the Orkney group. The town of 
Lerwick is on the Shetland Islands.

LESSON CXIV. 

IRELAND. 

Area in square miles, 32,000. Poptilation, 6,500,000. 

£oundariet. — Ireland is bounded on the north, west, and 
south, by the Atlantic Ocean ; on the east by the Irish Sea. 

IHviiums. — Ireland is divided into four provinces, and into 
thirty-two oounties. Leinsteb, which includes the eastern 
and south-eastern parts of the island, contains twelve 
counties. Ulstbr, in the north and north-east, contains 
nine counties. Gonnauoht, the western province, has five 
counties. Munsteb, in the south-west and south, has six 
counties. 



PROVINCE OF LEINSTER, 

The county of Dublin borders on the Irish 
Sea. It is the metropolitan county of Ireland. 

The city of Dublin, the metropolis of Ireland, 
lies at the mouth of the river Liffey, and at the 
head of Dublin Bay. Kingstown, on the south- 
em shore of the bay, is a few miles distant^ to 
the south-east. 

Meath is to the north-west of Dublin. A 
small part of it borders on the sea, but the 
greater portion is inland. The riyier Boyne flows 
through Meath. 

Trim is the county town. The other towns in 
Meath are Navan and Kells. 

Louth is a maritime county, situated to the 
north-eastward of Meath. It is the smallest of 
the Irish counties. 

Dundalk, the county town of Louth, is near 
the coast, at the head of Dundalk Bay. Drog- 
heda is at the mouth of the river Boyne. 

Westmeath lies west of Meath, in the in- 
terior of the island. 

The chief town is Mullingar. The town of 
Athlone, in the western part of the county, is on 
the banks of the river Shannon. 



Longford is to the northward of Westmeath, 
and is an inland county. The river Shannon, 
and part of Lough Ree, are on its western 
borders. 

The chief town is Longford. 

King's County is south of Westmeath, and 
is entirely an inland county. The river Shannon 
flows along its westci*n borders. 

Tullamore is the county town. 

dueen's County is to the south of King's 
County. The river Barrow rises in this county, 
and flows along its eastern border. 

Maryborough is the county town. 



is south of Queen's County. The 
river Nore flows through this county, and joins 
the Barrow. The river Suir flows along its 
southern border. 

The chief town is Kilkenny> on the river Nore. 

Carlow is east of Kilkenny. It is an inland 
county, and, next to Louth, the smallest in 
Ireland. 

The chief town is Carlow, on the river Barrow. 



18 north of Carlow, and to the east 
of King's and Queen's Counties. On the east, it 
borders upon Dublin. 

The chief towns are Athy and Naas, which are 
alternately the county towns. The town of May- 
nooth is in the northern part of this county. 

Wicklow is east of Kildare^ and south of 
Dublin. It is a mountainous county, noted for 
its fine scenery. Wicklow borders on the sea- 
coast. 

The county town is Wicklow, on the shore of 
the Irish Sea. 

Wexford is a maritime county, south of 
Wicklow, and east of Carlow and Kilkenny. The 
river Barrow divides it from Kilkenny. 
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Cavan is south-west of Monaghan, and 
borders upon the province of Leinster. . It is an 
inland county. 

The county town is Cavan. 

Fermanagh is north of Cavan^ and west of 
Monaghan. Lough Eme^ which is divided into 
two parts — an Upper and a Lower lake — is in 
this county. 

Enniskillen^ the chief town^ is situated on an 
island in the stream which connects the upper 
and lower portions of Lough Erne. 

Tyrone is north of Fermanagh and Mona- 
ghan^ and south of Londonderry. Lough Neagh is 
on its eastern border. Tyrone is an inland county. 

Omagh is the county town. Dungannon and 
Strabane are in the same county. 

Donegal is to the northward of Tyrone^ and 
is the most northerly county in Ireland. Its 
surface is very mountainous. 

The county town is Lifford^ on the river Foyle. 
Ballyshannon^ in the same county^ is near the 
mouth of the river Erne and the coast of Done- 
gal Bay. 



The town of Wexford is near the east coast, 
at the outlet of the river Slaney into Wexford 
Haven. New Ross is a town on the river Barrow. 



PROVINCE OF ULSTER. 

Antrim embraces the north-east comer of 
Ireland. It lies along the North Channel and the 
Atlantic Ocean. The Giant's Causeway, a famous 
natural curiosity, consisting of pillars of basaltic 
rock, is on the north coast of Antrim. 

Belfast, the capital of the county, is a flourish- 
ing seat of trade and manufactures. It stands 
at the head of Belfast Lough. Lisburn, Carrick- 
fergus, and Ballymena, are in the same county. 

Londonderry (or Derry) is a maritime 

county, to the west of Antrim. The river Bann 
I flows along the border-line between the two 
counties. The inlet of Lough Foyle forms part 
of the coast of Londonderry. 

The city of Londonderry is on the river Foyle, 
which flows into Lough Foyle. Coleraine, 
further to the east, is on the river Bann, above 
its mouth. 

Down is south of Antrim. It is a maritime 
county, bordering on the Irish Sea. The estuaries 
of Lough Strangford and Dundrum Bay indent 
its coasts. 

Downpatrick, near Lough Strangford, is the 
county town. The other towns are Newry, New- 
town -Ards, and Donaghadee. Donaghadee is the 
nearest port to the coast of Scotland. 

Armagh is west of Down. It is an inland 
county, bordering, to the north^ upon Lough 
Neagh. 

The county town is Armagh. 

Monaghan is west of Armagh, and is also 
an inland county. 

The chief town is Monaghan. 



PROVINCE OF CONNAUGHT. 

Leitrim is the most northerly county of Con- 
naught. It lies to the south-west of Fermanagh 
and Cavan. 

Carrick-on-Shannon is the chief town. 

Sl^O is west of Leitrim. It is a maritime 
county, lying along the shores of Donegal and 
Sligo Bays. 

The chief town^ Sligo^ is at the head of Sligo 
Bay. 

BoBCOnimon is an inland county, to the 
south of Sligo. The river Shannon and Lough 
Ree are on its eastern borders. The river Suck, 
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which joins the Shannon^ forms its western 
boundary. 

The chief town is Roscommon. 

Mayo is west of Sligo and Roscommon. It 
is a maritime county. Great part of the interior 
is covered with mountains. 

Castlebar is the county town. Westport, in 
the same county, is on the sea-coast. 

Oalway is a large maritime county, lying 
south of Mayo and Roscommon. The western 
division of the county includes the mountainous 
district of Connemara, which is noted for its fine 
scenery, but the larger part of the county is 
level. Lough Corrib is in this county. Lough 
Mask is on the borders of Gal way and Mayo. 

The town of Galway is on the shore of Galway 
Bay, at the mouth of the river Corrib.

t The county of Clare is south of Galway. The 

river Shannon flows along its eastern and southern 

borders. The Atlantic Ocean borders it on the 

western side. 

The chief town is Ennis, on a river which joins 

the Shannon. 

Limerick is to the south of Clare^ from which 
county it is divided by the course of the Shannon. 

The chief town, Limerick, stands on the banks 
of the Shannon. It is one of the largest and 
most important places in Ireland. 

Tipperary is an inland county, to the east of 
Limerick. Lough Derg forms part of its north- 
western border. The river Suir flows through 
the county, and forms part of its southern 
boundary. 

Clonmel, on the Suir, is the county town. The 



town of Carrick-on-Suir stands upon the same 
river, lower down. The towns of Cashel and 
Thurles are in the same county. 

Waterford is south of Tipperary. It is a 
maritime county, bordering on the Atlantic 
Ocean. The river Suir divides Waterford from 
Kilkenny. 

The town of Waterford is on the banks of the i 
Suir, above its junction with the Barrow. Dmi- 
garvan, in the same county, is on the coast, 
further to the west. 

Corky the largest of the Irish counties, is to 
the west of Waterford. Cork is the most south- 
ward county in Ireland. Cape Clear, the south- 
ernmost headland of Ireland, is on a small island, 
near the coast. The rivers Blackwater, Lee^ and 
Bandon, are in this county. 

The chief town, Cork, is on the river Lee, a 
short way above its entrance into Cork Harbour. 
Queenstown is on an island in Cork Harbour. 
Youghal is at the mouth of the river Blackwater, 
further to the eastward. Kinsale is near the 
mouth of the river Bandon^ to the southward of 
Cork. 

Kerry is the south-western comer of Ireland, 
and is west of Cork. It includes the shores of 
Dingle Bay, and other inlets of the Atlantic. 
The interior is mountainous, and contains the 
highest summit in Ireland. The beautiful lakes 
of Killamey are in this county. 

Tralee is the county town. 

Ireland is principally an agricultural country, 
and a large portion of the land is devoted to 
grazing purposes — that is, to rearing sheep and 
cattle. The manufacturing province is Ulster^ in 
some parts of which linen goods are extensively 
made.
